to the Homestead 
Regulations. 


Our article in last week's Review 
relative to the Homestead Regula- 
tions created considerable interest and 
discussion, 

We received this week a copy of 
the amendments as they are now in 
force, and although the major poetion 
of them have already been published 
by us, yet we think they are of suffi- 
cient importance as to warrant their 
re-production, 


CHANGES MADE. 

The following, in brief, are the main 
points :— 

1, Upon earning homestead patent 
the pre-emption patent may also be ob- 
tained, at once, upon paying for the 
land in full and showing that certain 
duties have been performed. 

2, The holders of pre-emptions are 
relieved of interest until three years 
have elapsed from the date of the pre- 
emption entry, 

3. No interest is chargeable now 
upon any instalment in connection 
with either a pre-emption or a pur- 
chased homestead until after such in- 
stalment falls due. 

4, With certain restrictions, stock 


may be substituted in lieu of cultiva- 
tion. 

It is believed that the new regula- 
tions in regard to stock in lieuof culti- 
vation will not only provea great boon 
to homesteaders who have land not al- 
together suited for cultivation, but 
will give an impetus to mixed farming. 


CAN SUBSTITUTE STOCK. 

If a report from a homestead inspec- 
tor show. that a qutrter section docs 
not contain arable land to the extent 
required to obtain patent under the 
regulations with respect to cultivation 
authority will be granted to the en- 
trant to substitute stock in lieu of 
breaking and seeding. 

If this privilege is conferred on the 
entrant, he will be required to show 
when making application for patent 
that he has, in the case of an ordinary 
homestead, been the sole owner during 
the whole of the first year, of at least 
five head of stock ; during the second 
year, of at least ten head of stoek, and 
from and after the expiration of the 
second year, up to the date of applica- 
tion for patent, of at least sixteen head 
of stock, 


IN CASE OF A PRE-EMPTION. 
In the case of a pre-emption, the en- 


trant will be required to show, when 
making application for patent, that he 
has continued to own his homestead, 
and that he has had upon the land, in

WESTERN CANADA HAS NOW 
TAKEN UP COMPARATIVELY 
NEW :NDUSTRY 


Fen Companies With a Combined Capl-. | 
tal Approaching a Million Dollars | 
Are Now Operating in tre Province 
ef Alberta—Protection For Breed- 
ers. 


Mile by mile thin lines of steel are 
ereeping rapidly northward from 
Edmonton into the great hinterland 
@f Alberta. Civilization is making its 
Way into flelds long the home of the 
Indian and the trapper. Not  con- 
tent with this the men of civilization 
are offering opposition to the Indian 
and the trapper. Fur farms, upon 
which live black and silver grey foxes 
re carefully raised and nurtured in 
@urroundings made as much like the 
wild as possible, are now being 
@tarted extensively throughout the 
Province. 

The. black fox ig probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis- 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
fin the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of raising 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried on in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
Was not until recently that men in 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in this indus- 
try. 


The influx of a large number 37f 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1913, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
during that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business wide publicity. 

The boom reachec its height dur- 
tne the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
Bentember of last year, over half a 
Million dollars was invested in fox 
ooh gad and grown animals of the 

lack and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from 
Bastern Canada, although William 
H. Kane, representing the fox farm) 
ef that name at Ogden, Pennsylvauia | 
took out animals to the value of 
$237 000. 

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, 
@s well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
& now stepping into the ranks as a 
very important industry. 

Ten companies,- with a combined 
eapital approaching a _ million dol- 
lars, are now operating in the prov- 

Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and Cen- 
tral Alberta where conditions are 
said to be ideal for the rearing of 
@hese expensive little animals. 

The enormous export of live black 


@oxes durin; the pest two years did 
mot, however, go unwatched by the 
government. During the winter sit- 


ting of the prov.ncial house of Al- 
Berta a bill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
@ November. As_ the puppies are 
whelned at the latte- end of April, 
ee during the month of May, this 
ww gives them sufficient time to 
@row large enough to avoid the dig- 
fg out process, which, in the last 
years, has been so successfuily 
gesorted to by truppers. 

Permits must be now secured from 
fhe office of the provincial game 
warden by people desiring to take 
@oxes during the close season. 

It is now also illegal for any per- 
gen to export live foxes beyond the 
foundary of the province without 
@ret obtaining a permit. The cost of 
@ permit in respect to animals raised 
ea fur farms in the province is $15, 
and in the case of animals not rear- 
@d on the farms $10 for every black 
@y silver fox exported, and $15 for 
@ny other species of the fox family. 
These last two regulations are in the 
way of protection for provincial breed- 
@s.—Family Herald and Weekly Star.

Break Down From Overstudy 

The end of the winter schoui term 
in Germany hag again been marked 
with the psychological problem and 
annual manifestation which has con- 
fronted school authorities and govern- 
ment for years—the inevitable epidem- 
ic of suicides of school children.

It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy if it is de- 
layed in the pack, as che boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly.

Apart from the ‘act that he was the 
most successful chocolate manufac- 
turer in the world, W. Henry Menier, 
who died recently, had another claim 
to distinction.

IN QUEST OF GOLD 


ARE SEARCHING FOR PIRATES’ 
PORTUNE SAID TO BE HIDDEN 
IN CANAL ZONE 


English Woman Headed Expedition ts 
Cocos Island, Which Meets With 
Failure—Others Are Anxious to 
Take up the Quest 
Maurice Eugene Gilmore, former 

head of the department of sanitation of 

the city of Panama, and at present 
manager of a large subdivision on the 
outskirts of that city, says that while 
nearly the whole world is now awake 
to the fact that fortunes may be made 
in Panama by good, hard work, there 
are still a lot of fortune-hunters who 


expect to get their money by a much © 


easier route. A short time ago the 
latest expeditton in search of the pir 
ates’ treasure on Cocos Island return- 
ed to Panama confessing its failure. 
A few thousand dollars more in money 
and several lives have been poured 
into the quest, and the treasure rests 
as secure from the hands of modern 
argonauts ag it has been for nearly 
a century. 

About three years ago an expedi- 
tion organized by two English women, 
whose object in searching for the treas- 
ure was to devote it to charity in 
which they are interested in London, 
spent six weeks on Cocos, and came 
away confessing what their plaus had 
gone wrong 

Mr. Mills encountered his adventure 
had finished there was not a man 
rating himself as a fool for engaging 
in such an enterprise. Yet when he 
had finished there was not a man of 
the dozen at .he table with him but 
would gladly have enlisted his re 
sources and strength in another trial 
at the pirate’s treasure. Fortunately,

There are two well-known clues to 
Cocos treasure—the first that to the 
loot taken from Lima in 1818 by an 
English sailor named Thompson, and 
the seccnd thet to the treasure stolen 
from Vera Cruz in 1821 by the Span- 


ish pirate, Benito Bonite (Little Ben 
} the Good) It was during the civil 
}strife that followed the war for 
liberation from Spain in 1821 that 
Little Ben and his cut-throats  sur- 
|prised the .reasure house at Vera 
Cruz in broad daylight and made 
away With the gold and silver on 


pack mules. 

They crossed the whole of Mexico 
and took to iheir ship, which was 
waiiing for them su a cove on the Pa- 
cific. The value of tetr bcoty is var 
iously estimated it from $9 000,000 to 
$29,000,000. They were not pursued, 
and yet the first thought appears to 
have been to hide teh loot. They 
made straight for the weli known wat- 
ering island of Cocos and there, in a 
cave in the side of one of the steep 
cliffs that rise black and steep above 
the water they hid their treasure. 

Mr. Mills said chat there had been 
several slides of earth and rock along 
the cliff to which the bearings poirt, 
and that if the cave and its treasure 
were over there (he is skeptical just 
now) it would take a vast amount of 
excavation to reveal them. The labor 
invelved vas too great for the re 
sources of his company, so the search 
was abandoned. 

The woman wh headed the exped- 
ition of two years ago, and was a 
member of this latest ove, is 4 matter. 
of-fact sort of woman past 50 years. 

“Our expedition failed,” she said, 
“for the reason that so many others 
have failed. We could not give suffic- 
ient time to the search. I kave the 
clue. I know where the treasure lies, 
and only work is necessary to uncover 
it. I am rot satisfied with the result. 
I shall return to London and organize 
a new company, and then try again.”

THACKERAY, 


Ge Was a Humorist But Failed of 
Being a Prophet, 

| Nothing need be said here of 
Thackeray's place in English litera- 
ture, which is discussed by all the 
sritics, Im any case, he is one of the 
most characteristic writers of the 
frst half of the Victorian period. His 
personal character is indicated by his 
life. “He had many fine qualities,” 
wrote Carlyle to Monckton Milnes up- 
on his death; ‘no guile or malice 
against any mortal; a big mass of a 
soul, but not strong in proportion; a 
beautiful vein of genius lay strug- 
fling about him—Poor Thackeray, 
adieu, adieu!” 

Thackeray’s weakness meant the 
excess of sensibility of a strongly ar- 
tistic temperament, which in his 
youth led him into extravagance and 
too easy compliance with the follies 
of young men of his class, In later 
years it produced some foibles the 
more visible to his contemporaries 
because he seeks to have been at once 
singularly frank in revealing his feel- 
ings to congenial friends, and retic- 
jent or sarcastic to less congenial 
jstrangers. His constitutional indo- 
llence cnd the tronical view of life 
|which made him a humorist disquali- 
fied him from being a prophet after 
the fashion of Carlyle. 

The author of ‘a novel without a 
hero” was not a “hero-worshipper,” 
But the estimate of his moral and 
intellectual force will be increased by 
a fair view of his life. If naturally 
indolent, he worked most energetic 
and under most trying conditions 
through many years full of sorrow 
and discouagement. The loss of his 
fortune and the ruin of his domestic 
}happiness stimulated him to sus- 
tained and vigorous efforts. He work- 
ed, as he was bound to work, for 


money, and took his place frankly 
as a literary drudge. 
He slowly forced his way to the 


front, helping his comrades liberally 
whenever occasion offered. Trollope 
only confirms the general testimony 
by a story of his ready generosity. 
He kept all his old friends; he was 
most affectionate to his mother, and 
made a home for her in later years; 
and he was the tenderest and most 
devoted of fathers. His “social suc- 
cess” never distracted him from his 
home duties, and he found his chief 
happiness in his domestic affections. 
The superficial weakness might ap- 
pear in society, and a man with so 
keen an eye for the weakness of 
others naturally roused some resent- 
ment. 

But the moral upon which Thack- 
eray loved to insist in his writings 
gives also the secret + hich ennobled 
his life. A contemplation of the or- 
jdinary ambitions led him to empha- 
size the ‘‘vanity of vanities,” and his 
keen perception of human weak- 
nesses showed him the seamy side of 
much that passes for hroic. But to 
lhim the really valuable element of 
| life was in the simple and tender af- 
}fections which do not flourish in the 
world. 

During his gallant struggle against 
difficulties he emphasized the satri- 
eal vein which is embodied with his 
greatest power in ‘‘Barry Lyndon” 
and “Vanity Fair."’ As success came 
he could give freer play to the gen- 
tler emotions which animate ‘‘Es- 
mond,” 


he found the chief happiness of bis 
own career.—Leslie Stephen (Dic- 
tionary of National Biography.)

Street Traffic in Old Time London 

On Jan. 19, 1.6380, an attempt was 
made to sclve the problem of London 
traffic by vestricting the number of 
hackney coaches. Charles I. issued a 
proclamation setting out that “hack- 
ney coaches are not only a great dis- 
turbance to his majesty, his dearest 
consort, the queen, the nobility and 
others of place and degree in their 
passage through the streets, but the 
streets themselves are so pestered and 
the pavements so broken up that the 
common passage is thereby hindered 
and made dangerous, and the prices 
of hay, provender, ete., thereby made 
exceedingly dear. Wherefore we ex- 
pressly command and forbid that no 
hackney coaches or hired carriages be 
used or suffered in London, Westmin- 
ster or the suburbs thereof except 
they be to travel three miles out of 
the same. And also that no person 
shall go in a coavh through the said 
streets except the owner of the coach 
shall constantly keep up four able 
horses for our service when required.”

Ranching Regulations 


In future, the maximum area in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 


for ranching purposes, will be one-half 
township, or eighteen sections of 640 
jacres each, a total of eleven thousand 
| five hundred and twenty acres. Appli- 
cations for grazing permits on any 
land will only be granted after inspec- 
tion to determine whether the land in 
question is grazing or agricultural 
Where the farmers adjoining grazing 
}land express their desire that this be 
retained as a commons for all to use 
for their stock, no lease will be grant- 
ed. Lessees must fence the area they 
obtain under lease. Leases will be 
granted for ten years, but existing 
leases will not be disturbed until ex- 
piration. 

Lessees Will be required to have one 
head of horses or cattle or five sheep 
|for every thirty acres Thirty-three 
{per cent. of the required stock must 
|be placed the first year on each leased 
area granted. These new regulations 
are aimed to preripitate the develup- 
ment of cattle ranching by giving a 
permanency to tenure of leases. In ad- 
dition the provision of grazing for mix- 
ed farmers has not been overlooked, 
while as a further move toward the 
encouragement of stock raising, 
homesteaders may now fulfil their du- 
ties by keeping and iaising stock in- 
stead of breaking land.
